Amendments to Constitution and By-Laws 


A resolution is hereby presented that necessary changes be made in the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws to carry out the proposal in the Secretary’s report of May, 1945. 
This proposal, in effect, is to establish the officer and councilmen term of office to 
begin in January each year instead of the time of the Annual Meeting. 


The following changes are recommended: 


ArTICLE I—Section 2 of the By-Laws: 


Strike out that part of this Section which reads: “‘and shall be.............as 
President-Elect.” 


ArTICLE IV—Section 4 of the By-Laws: 
Change as follows: “Officers elected shall assume their duties in January of the 


year immediately following their election, at the annual meeting of the Executive 
Council.” 


ARTICLE V—Section 1 of the By-Laws: 
Delete this Section—To read as follows: “Delegates and alternates to represent 
this Society in the House of Delegates of the American Dental Association shall 
be elected by the Executive Council to conform with the Constitution and Ad- 
ministrative By-Laws of the American Dental Association.” 


ARTICLE V—Section 4 of the By-Laws: 


Delete the words “of the annual meeting” and substitute “of the meeting of the 
Executive Council called to elect delegates and alternates.” 


ARTICLE X—Section 2 of the By-Laws: 
Delete this Section and substitute: “An Executive Council Meeting shall be held 
in the month of January each year, at which time the retiring President shall 
preside until final committee reports, and the Secretary’s and Treasurer’s annual 
reports have been presented. This session shall be the annual meeting of the 
Executive Council. The newly elected officers and councilmen shall be installed 


at this meeting. Subsequent sessions of the Executive Council shall be held at 
the call of the President.” 


Any other changes necessary to carry out the intent and purpose of the above 
amendment are hereby recommended. 


If these provisions are accepted, it is understood that the general plan becomes

Stormy, husky, brawling, 
City of the Big Shoulders. 


—Carl Sandburg 


There is a quality to the City of the Big Shoulders that’grows on a person, like the 
taste of a Martini, like learning to like pineapple and cottage cheese. There are so 
many things against it that have to be forgotten. When we first arrived we hated it— 
the dirty papers flying loosely on the streets, the sprawling quality it had, the “mary- 
ann” backs of the apartment houses that you see from the elevated tracks as the train 
groans and screeches on its way to the Loop. We loathed the dirty clothes hanging 
on the little wooden back porches, we suffered over the unbelievable squalor and 
filth of the south side tenements, the naked babies playing in the mud of the back- 
yards—and the incredible hypocrisy of the bright shops on Michigan Boulevard, and 
the white lights on the whiter Wrigley Tower. 

The paradox of State Street, beginning in nothingness at the river, and running 
down through the proud stores . . . into what? Once you cross Van Buren, going 
south, what happens? Tattoo joints, burlesque houses, prostitutes, pimps, and ten- 
cents-a-shot saloons. Westward, the stumble bums of Madison Street, the dives on 
Clark Street—only a mile or two from the stately tower of the Tribune, and less from 
the elegant hotels of the Gold Coast. And for sharpest contrast, walk a short distance 
from the Gold Coast. You find yourself in one of the most unsavory sections of the 
city, if indeed you get there without being knocked cold. 

Yet after a few years you come to love the city. You love its filth, and at the same 
time its strange holiness. It is the only human city in America. It has everything one 
could ask. Carl Sandburg called it the City of the Big Shoulders, Freight Handler to 
the nation, Hog Butcher for the world, Tool Maker, Stacker of Wheat, and Player 
with Railroads. It is all that, and more. 

It is only slowly that the quality of the city grows on you. You find that it breaks 
up into little neighborhoods, each with a distinct personality of its own. It falls apart 
into a hundred or a thousand or ten thousand small communities. It divides itself 
into north, south, and west sides—and the Poles and Italians live on the west, and the 
Negroes and the Germans elsewhere, and the Jews and the Catholics on the north 
side, and yet the whole city fits together, differently colored pieces in a jigsaw puzzle 
that is two hundred and fifteen miles square. 

Gradually you learn about the city. It takes you six months to discover how to 
ride the elevated and find your way around. Policemen growl at you when you ask 
directions, and mumble something that only a native could understand. You walk 
along the river and watch the lights of the tall buildings around Wacker Drive break 
and glitter in the dirty water. You walk along the Oak Street beach at night, with 
the thunderous rush of the water washing against your ear-drums, when the lake is 
white with a nor’wester blowing. And in winter the ropes stretched along the windy 
corners help you to stand on your feet. In spring you prowl the dark alleys of the 
Loop, see a street fight, look for a babe on a street corner, and get drunker than hell 
at a half buck a shot. In summer you tangle with the miscellaneous arms and legs 
on Foster Beach, get your nose burned, and pick up a case of skin rash from some- 
where. But still you hear, obscurely in the back of your mind, a quotation from some 
second-rate poet that seems quite appropriate: “I cannot live away from water.” 
And much as you swear at Lake Michigan, its tantrums, its unpredictability, its hot 
and cold—you know very well that it’s yours, and you’re its, and that its green and 
grey and blue and brown are there when you want to see them. You're discovering 
Chicago, you’re learning that something other than a human being can have life 
in it. A city can, and Chicago is that city. 
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One night on the elevated platform you meet a mousey little man with a small suit- 
case. He is busily engaged at work on the billboards of the platform. He is using 
the implements in his case. You watch him idly, and hear him swear. What is he 
doing? Well, he’s erasing moustaches from the billboards. He has all sorts of sub- 
stances—wallpaper cleaner, art gum, typewriter erasers, ink eradicator, ether, and 
Energine. You are so fascinated that you follow him around for ten stations. “The 
lipstick is hardest to git off,” he complains. “What about all the telephone numbers 
and messages?” you ask. “Oh, I hates to rub ’em off. Might be spoilin’ some romance.” 
He sighs wistfully. “But orders is orders,” he says. 

You go with a physician friend of yours to Harrison Street, to a little Italian 
bakery. You watch the hot bread being pulled out of the great stone floored oven, 
just as they do it in Italy and Greece. You drink home-made wine, eat pizza, and 
lamb baked in grape leaves. You go to the south side with a Negro friend, and drink 
in the black-and-tan joints. And then in the early dawn you ride home on the Outer 
Drive, with the lovely grey light on the skyline’s buildings, and the steady swush! 
of the early traffic around you. And if you don’t love Chicago at such a magic moment, 
you never will. 

We came from a fairly small town in Ohio, and knowing Chicago was our first 
experience with a Big City. We were frightened and terrified at first. Ben Hecht’s 
stories in his 1001 Afternoons in Chicago had been our reading since we were old 
enough to know what Ellis and Freud were saying. They were fascinating stories. 
But of course such things could never really happen to people. They were the mad 
dreams of the man who wrote Fantazius Mallare. And the City was frightening. 
It was more lonely than the city of a quarter million from which we had come. And 
it is a commonplace that one can be more lonesome in a city of four million than in 
a city of one million. But if you find no single person to love, you begin to love them 
all. Then slowly but surely, they begin to love you. 

There is, however, always your first holdup, and you are not a native Chicagoan 
until that happens. Mine occurred one evening long ago, when the old Stratosphere 
Club atop the Pure Oil building was still in existence. In those days the building 
wore a little blue neon Juliet cap, and beneath it was the fantastic, expensive club. 
From its windows you looked down on the misty abyss that was the cavern of the 
City. The little men, who always follow me when I’m in my cups, and whom I 
thought had long since gone home, began to appear. Gramps perched on my shoulder, 
and little Isaac crept from my pocket. “It’s time now to go home,’ Gramps growled, 
so I went. I walked westward, and from an alley across La Salle street, a guy came 
out with a gun. He took my watch and wallet and told me not to move for five min- 
utes. La! I sat on the curb until the cops came (thirty-five minutes) and my knees 
couldn’t have supported me even if I’d had crutches. So after that I was a native, 
and without batting an eyelash I now say that I was born in the city. 

Well, Chicago, you can see now that we love you. Oh, yes, you’re cultural enough, 
but it isn’t for that we like you. We know you have the World’s Largest Aquarium 
(with eleven cute sea-horses and an octopus) and a museum of natural history (with 
some wonderful sculptures by Malvina Hoffman), and an orchestra and a band shell 
and an art institute and many other things (please see the front section of the classi- 
fied Red Book directory )—but that doesn’t count. You have a soul. Paris has one 
too, and London has none. New York has a metronome for a heart, and Los Angeles 
a woman’s wrist-watch ticking. 

I think of Chicago as a man-city, healthy, sweaty, and sensual. It is Gargantua 
with his head in Evanston, his feet in Gary, and he lies relaxed and smoldering along 
the lake front. The trees of Lincoln Park are the curling man-hair of his chest, the 
trees of Jackson Park the foliage upon his legs, the tall buildings of the Loop his 
sturdy muscles, and the whole anatomy of the city his outstretched body. 

This is my song of love to Chicago. I could not live anywhere else save in this city. 
I could not live away from the sound of the water of Lake Michigan. I love Chicago.

It is with considerable regret that your 
Here & There reporter severs his con- 
nection with the Illinois Dental Journal 
with this issue. He moves on, much as 
did his predecessor, to newer and larger 
fields. When your reporter was asked to 
assume this job by Harold Oppice, who 
was then Editor, he did so with the 
thought in mind that it would be, at the 
most, but a year or two. It has been 
four. Bill Schoen, the originator of 
Here & There, had several correspond- 
ents who contributed quite regularly 
while he was in charge of the column, 
so the task ahead didn’t appear too diffi- 
cult.

DR. PERCY B. D. IDLER 
1876-1945 


Dr. Percy B. D. Idler was born in Chi- 
cago, February 6, 1876. He died in his 
home in Wilmette, Illinois, September 
3> 1945. 

He graduated from Northwestern Uni- 
versity College of Dentistry in 1900 and 
continued in the dental school for several 
years as a member of the faculty. 

He practiced general dentistry in Chi- 
cago 45 years and since 1919 worked with 
the same assistant, Miss Beulah Thomp- 
son, who was in his office up to the time 
of his death. 

Dr. Idler was quite an enthusiastic and 
active member of the American, State 
and Chicago Dental Societies. He be- 
came a member of the Illinois State So- 
ciety in 1905, was made a life member 


in 1930 and during his 40 years of mem- 
bership missed only ten annual meetings. 

His activities in the State Society were 
as follows: 1915—Committee on Ex- 
hibits; 1919—Chairman Clinics; 19g20— 
Chairman Exhibits; 1933 — Program 
Chairman; 1929—Publication Commit- 
tee; 1930 to 1934—Chairman Relief 
Committee. 

He served on the Executive Council 
1920-1922 and on the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee 1921-1922. 

He was Treasurer 1933-1934 and 1936- 
1937; President-Elect 1934-1935; Presi- 
dent 1935-1936; Delegate to A.D.A. 
1915-1918- 1919- 1923-1931 -1933-1934- 
1935-1938; Alternate 1917-1930-1942. 

In the Chicago Dental Society he 
served in many capacities, including Sec- 
retaryship and its Presidency, the latter 
in 1917. 

He was made a member of the Odon- 
tographic Society of Chicago early in its 
existence and was one of the few charter 
members in the re-organization of that 
society in 1925. He was its first secretary 
and later became its president for the 
term 1928-1929. In 1944 he was made 
an emeritus member. 

He was a member of the Psi Omega 
Dental Fraternity and also of the honor- 
ary dental fraternity Omicron Kappa 
Upsilon. 

Because of his professional leadership 
Dr. Idler was invited in 1937 to be the 
guest of the American Dental Association 
of Europe, and at that time lectured in 
Paris, France. 

The Idler family has resided in Wil- 
mette, Illinois, for the last thirty-four 
years and during that time Dr. Idler 
took an active part in the affairs of his 
home community. 

He is survived by his widow, Florentine 
Schell, a brother, Oliver W. of Hunting- 
ton Park, California, and four children: 
William S. of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 
Eleanor, Katherine, and Richard D. of 
Wilmette, Illinois. 

Because of the memory of his genial 
and jovial personality he will be missed 
by numerous friends as well as close loved

WAR ASSETS ADMINISTRATION 
(Office of Information) 


HOW AND WHERE VETERAN CAN EXERCISE HIS RIGHTS 
UNDER SURPLUS PROPERTY ACT AS AMENDED 


Amendment of the Surplus Property Act May 3, 1946, provided for setting aside 
for sale to veterans of World War II exclusively, either for personal or for business 
use, selected items in heaviest demand and in short supply. It also advanced to a 
general priority second only to that of Federal agencies veterans’ former preference 
in the purchase of any goods for use in establishing their own small enterprises. 


Existing procedures generally will continue to govern certification. Applicants must 
furnish proof of honorable release from service and a description of the property 
sought. 


If a veteran holding a Personal Use Certificate does not exercise his priority upon 
notification that the property requested is available, he does not lose his place in 
the chronological file, but will be notified a second and third time, after which his 
certificate will be placed in an inactive file. 


Veterans will be notified by mail or by local public notice where and when they 
can buy items for which they have been certified. Notice will concern availability 
of the item requested, location, opportunity for inspection, prices, lot sizes, etc. 
There will be no need for veterans to call in person to check the progress of their 
applications. 


Veterans seeking to purchase goods not on the Set-Aside List must show evidence 
of honorable release from service and submit a list of the property they wish to 
buy. They must establish to the satisfaction of the WAA Certifying Office that the 
goods they seek to buy are for use in setting up or maintaining a small business, 
professional or agricultural enterprise of which they control at least 51 per cent, 
or are goods required for use in their employment. Their priority for such purchases 
covers only initial stocks of goods. 


Certification both for purchases from the general list under a second priority and 
from the Set-Aside List may be obtained, either in person or by mail, at the nearest 


of the WAA certifying Offices.
